+ Inwletw of tha pectniary distress and diffi-
cultiss - which must necessarily ensuethrough--|
out this military district upon the termioa-
tion of the stay law on the lsi of January
next, and In the absence of any Legisiature
or body competent to devise the. appropriate
remady therefor, it is ordered :

«1. Thnt the stay of executions againstper-
sonal property, so far ouly as the same exists
under laws now in force, and which by the
provisicns thereof expires on ihe first day of
January, 1866, shall be, and is hereby, ex-
tended nntil the first day of July, 1869; and if,
on or before the said Iast-named day, the debtor
«brll have paid all the interest then due nnd
owing thercon, such execution shall be fur-
ther =iayed until other orders from these or
superior headguariers. MY

« %, 1If, during the existence of Lhis order,
any debtor shall be eloigning any property
which but for the existence of this order
wonld be liable to said execution, or shall dis-
pose, or attéempt to dispose, of the =ame to the
prejudiee of his creditor, it shall be lawful
and.right for snch creditor to apply to any
circuit ¢ourt, or o any judge thereof in vaca-
tion, giving reasonable notice of such applica-
tion to the debtor, and said court or judge
thereof in vacation, upon the sfatement under
oath of the parties, and such legal evidence as
they may adduce, may make an order to the
clerk to issue snid execution for the entire
debt, interest, nnd costs, or else dismiss such
application, with costs 10 either party, as to
thesaid court or judge shall seem right.

«3, General Orders No. 24, of March 12th,,
1568, are hereby continned in force, and the
military commissioners and ecirenit judges
entrusted with their execution are enjoined to
ohserve and give eflfect to the same

4. Itis intended by this order that, whilst
affording relief to the debtor, not to impair the

General Order as to Sales under Trust Deeds.

“* HeapquarTers First MiniTary D1sTRICT,
" STATE oF VIRGINIA,
¢ Ricaxoxp, Va., March 12, 1868,
¢ Fenerol Orders No. 24,

141, Sales of property under deeds of trust,
when every civil remedy has been exhansted,
will be suspended by the operation of this
order in all eases where such sile would re-
eult in aruinous nnd unnecessary sacrifice of
properiy, or where the payment of interest
when due,-and of the principalin a reasonable
time, éan be secured without such sacrifice;
and also in cases where such sale wonld leave
a family, or persons non compos or infirm, with-
out means of support.

“2 In any case coming ‘within the above
conditions the grantor may apply by petition
in writing, in duplicate, uunder oath, 10 the
military commissioner or circuit judge having
iurisdiction of the place in which the property
encumbered s located, setting forth a State-
ment of all charges, encumbrances, or liens,
relating to the property, and the material
frets relied upon to support the petition. If
the judee or commissioner be of opinion that
the facts set forth are sufficient to sustain the
petition he will endorse euch opinion on the
duplicate petition, and canse one copy thereof
to be served upon the trustee. Wherenpon
the trustee shall suspend the sale, and it shall
remain suspended until the suid opinion of the
Judge or commissioner shall be withdrawn, or
the grantor eball give his consent in writing
10 its discharge, or an order shall be made
hy]:he commanding General authorizing the
sille.

*3. If it be demanded by the trustee, or
beneficiaries, or other parties in interest, the
Judge or commissioner will hear all parties by
evidence and counnsel; and upon the facts ns
approved at such hearing will affirm or with-
draw his previous opinion, or suggest to the
parties such terms of compromise as to him
shall seem equitable and just. Buot either
yarty may appeal from such final action of a

Judge or commissioner to the commanding

Greneral, giving notice of his appeal [o writing
10 the judge or commissioner, who will inform
the other parties in Interest; and in case of
appeal by the grantor or parties claiming
under him, the =ale shall remain suspended
untii the decision of the commanding General
is made known. All euch appeals shall be ac-
companied with u copy of the original peti-
tion, with the opinion of the judge or com-
missioner endorsed thereon, and with a copy,
certified by the judge or commissioner, of Lhe
record of facts proven before him.

14;-Reasonable expenses for clerical labor
connected with the hearing may be directed
by the judge or commissioner to be paid by
either or both purties, as sball seem to him
Just.” In case of appeal, the expenses of such
clerical work connected with the appeal shall
be paid or secured by the applicant.

‘5. Tt is the purpose of the commanding Ge-
neral hereafter, as heretofore, net to interfere
with the operation of the State laws as admi-
uistered by the civil tribunals, except where
the remedles thereby afforded are inadequate
to secure to individuals substantial justice.
Iv is' expected that, in general, cases of the
class referred to in this order will be settled
by mutnal concession and compromise between
the partjes, in accordance with the principles
herein set forth, and that the ordersof the

commanding General will be required only in
exceptional cases,

A1l the “trophies™” ‘save two' are now
placed upon the abutments around the
ashington monumeat, near the capitol, in
this city, - These * trophies”’ have been
the objects of wmmok ‘criticism. = As' their
numbér-‘has inereased, their correspond-
‘erice'and_ Homogeneousneas with the whole
design become. more. apparent, and the im-
palicy. -of sweeping criticism before this
‘éoudd be well-demonstrated is very evident.
The ' artist“plainly intended that there
should be uniformity in the ornaments of
the lower circle or.base of the grand Revo-
lutionary. memorial, and ‘that-these-orna-
ments should not only exhibit this artistic
propriety, but should embody the epirit of
the era made illustrious by the men whose
statues stand in rear and above them. 8o
there is a grouping of the emblems of war
exactly the same in all of them, with a
figure which is somewhat varied in each to
suit the rulingidea embodied in the statue
before which it is placed, In front of
Lewrs this figure, by ‘its countenance, be-
speaks vigilance: and, intrepidity, while it

ble companion and the indispensable
auxiliary of the frontiersman. The figure
before MamsmaLL wears the saspect of
thonghtful serenity, and holds the sword
with the peint turned down. Thus (with-
out particularizing farther) does each of
these figures reflect in some peculiarity of
feature and manner -the predominating

| phase of the great man whose statue stands

immediately behind it.

Now, whether ‘these varying characters
are happily illustrated or not is a question
for every one to discuss snd have his own
opinions of. Certainly some are more suc-
cessful than others; but, with our poor
judgment in such matters, we confess to a
decided admiration not only of the emble-
matic figures, taken by themselves as artis-
tic mouldings, but also of the spirit de-
veloped in them.

Certainly when all the pediments are
filled the monument may be more fairly criti-
cized asa whole, and these trophies will speak
more plainly and positively for themselves.
The flags and shields, and guns and balls,
are types of the Revolutionary age, and
are entirely fitting' for the abutments of
the lower circle of this Revolutionary
monument. The delicate and ingenious
tribute conveyed--through each figure
in front of these emblems to the respective
Revolationary heroes whose memories are
thers honored is a very fine conception of
the artist. The sitting posture of these
figures we infer to be according to the rules
of art as well as common propriety. They
are subordinate in Telation to the superior
statues, and it would not have done to pre-
segt them in a more triumphant light; for
that would have been to place them in ob-
jectionable rivalry with the heroes theyare
intended to honor, .

The original ides, we believe, was to or-
nament some of these pedestals with
eagles—a bird whose outlines 8o nearly ap-
proximate those of the buzzard, and whose
chief distingtion from the scavenger among
birds is the animation and fire of its ex-
presgion, which are not very easily con-
veyed by art, that there is ever the danger
of figuring something that more resembles
the buzzard than the eagle. And this sort
of mistake, so common, is hideously sug-
gestive of the depravity sometimes dis-
played by the national bird. Therefore we
are glad that the idea of the eagle has been
abandoned for one far better and more
original. : 3

The remaining * trophies” will goon be
in place, and then the monument will be
complete, and will be the noblest in this
country and amongst the first achievements
of art of its character in the world. In
bequeathing the work when unfinished to
-RaNDOLPE ROGERS; CRAWFORD indicated a
man who hss. proved to be entirely compe-
tent to the task, In his hands there has
been no falling off from the original inten-
tion, ' The spirit and grandeur of the in-
ception as displayed in the figures first
cast have been carried out in the most tri-
umphant manner. Rockrs has entitled
himself to a new chaplet for the faithful
and brilliant style in which he has consum-
mated the noble design of his illustrious
friend.
